To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Brenty/ood. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I Leg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1968.  Dr,  Billington,  a 
deputy?'  here  for  some  years,  had  unfortunately  to  resign  on  leaving  the 
district.  She  served  this  Council  well  and  I am  sorry  that  she  could 
no  longer  contribute  to  the  v/ork  of  the  department.  Fortunately, 
hov/ever,  the  Council  v/as  8-ble  to  secure  the  services  as  deputy  (part- 
time)  of  Dr.  T.D.  Blott,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Thurrock  Urban 
District  Council.  This  I am  sure  will  prove  a very  happy  arrangement. 

The  vital  statistics  are  noted  in  detail  elsev\rhere  and  are  again 
satisfactory.  The  preventive  measures  now  available,  inter  alia,  for 
measles  and  whooping  cough  are  being  increasingly  recognised  and  should 
in  due  course  - if  not  immediately  - shov;  their  worth. 

I have  included  in  the  report  the  work  of  several  voluntary 
organisations  relevant  to  the  vrork  of  our  department. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  permission 
to  detail  the  services  under  his  control. 

Once  again  I must  express  my  best  thanks  particularly  to  Mr,  Shelton 
and  Miss  Turff  who  have  contributed  so  greatly  towards  the  felicitous 
vrorking  of  the  department.  Although  Mr,  Shelton  is  in  control  of  so 
much  of  the  public  health  work  of  the  district  I thinlc  that  we  each 
recognise  hov/  essential  it  is  for  our  fields  of  endeavour  to  be  linlced  as 
closely  as  possible,  and  I can  only  say  that  our  working  relation  is  of 
the  most  harmonious  order.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  birth  rate  shows  a small  and  largely  insignificant 
decrease  but  is  still  well  below  the  average  for  the  country 
as  a whole.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  still-birth 
rate  is  also  very  much  below  the  national  average.  The  death 
rate,  although  fractionally  up  on  last  year  is  lower  than  the 
country  as  a whole,  a remark  which  also  applies  to  the  infant 
mortality  rate.  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  position  is  quite 
encouraging. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  headings  for  this  report  differ  somevThat  from  previous 
years  and  hence  cannot  be  relatively  analysed.  There  has, 
however,  been  a rise  in  the  number  of  malignant  neoplasms 
affecting  the  stomach  (l7  as  against  and  the  uterus  (9  instead 
of  1),  the  latter  is  the  highest  figure  we  have  had  for  some  time 
and  certainly  re-inforces  the  desirability  of  making  full  use  of 
any  method  of  pre-malignant  investigation  such  as  cervical  smears 
The  number  of  lung  malignant  cases  dropped  slightly  from  33  to  31

The  two  most  marked  features  were  a decrease  in  Measles 
from  972  to  55  and  Whooping  Cough  from  IAjO  to  38.  There  is, 
of  course,  a very  active  protection  campaign  against  Whooping 
Cough  and  since  the  1st  April,  I968,  against  Measles.  It  will 
take  time,  however,  to  relate  the  effect  of  the  immunisation 
measures  to  the  number  of  cases  of  the  disease  and  I do  not 
think  that  the  time  has  yet  arrived  when  any  authorative  deduction 
can  be  justified.  The  other  infectious  disease  figure  shows  an 
increase  of  three,  from  ten  to  thirteen  in  the  Tuberculosis  cases.

OTHER  OBlSANISATIONS  MD  SERVICES 


Brentwood  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Care  Association; 


The  Hon;  Secretary  of  this  Association,  Mrs.  T.  Clark,  notes 
as  follows 

” During  1968  the  Brentwood  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Care 
Association  have  continued  to  give  assistance  to  many  people 
suffering  from  serious  and  chronic  chest  illnesses. 

The  overall  number  of  patients  helped  has  remained  approximately 
the  same  and  at  the  request  of  G-eneral  Practitioners,  the  Chest 
Physician  at  Brentwood  Chest  Clinic  and  Health  Visitors,  regular 
supplies  of  milk,  eggs  or  groceries,  have  been  provided  for  cases 
where  it  was  felt  that  there  was  a need  for  extra  nourishment  for 
their  better  recovery  and  well-being  and  investigation  showed  that 
this  was  not  being  met  from  other  sources. 

The  Association  also  provided  a fortnight's  recuperative  holiday 
for  five  people  and  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  Chest  Physician 
supplied  coal  to  one  of  his  patients  where  it  was  considered  that  a 
lack  of  heating  in  the  house  was  causing  distress. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  the  calls  upon  tl^is 
Association  are  many  and  varied.  We  are  endeavouring  to  continue 
to  meet  them  in  spite  of  what  has  now  become  an  extremely  critical 
financial  situation,  and  have  only  been  able  to  maintain  this 
assistance  at  its  present  level  through  the  generosity  of  several 
local  organisations  who  have  helped  us  with  special  non-recurring 
donations.  ” 


Laundry  Service  for  the  Incontinent; 

This  service  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  offers  free 
laundering  for  the  chronic  sick  where  bedlinen  is  soiled  and  unsuitable 
for  sending  to  a commercial  laundry.  Thirteen  ne^v  patients  were 
accepted  and  helped  in  this  way,  and  5s 968  articles  were  put  through 
the  washing  machines  at  one  of  our  local  hospitals. 

Welfare  Services  - Voluntary  Organisations; 

The  Brentwood  Council  gives  grants  to  various  voluntary  organisations 
such  as  the  W.V.S.  "Meals-on-Wheels”,  the  Citizens  Advice  Bureau,  Marriage 
G-uidance  Council,  Holidays  for  the  old  folk  and  the  Welfare  Committee  for 
the  Aged.  All  the  above  organisations  render  valuable  service  to  the 
commxmity  especially  to  those  most  in  need. 


BRENTWOOD  UOm  SAFETY  COMITTEE 


I have  pleasure  in  including  the  following  reviev/  of  the 
valuable  work  done  by  this  Committee:” 

**As  a result  of  the  social  evening  held  at  the  Council  Offices 
in  the  Autumn  of  19^7 , v/hen  representatives  from  various  organisations 
v/ere  invited  to  see  the  home  safety  film  entitled  ”Nevj  Pin  House” 
which  had  been  produced  by  the  staff  of  the  Billericay  Secondary 
Modern  School,  four  new  members  were  appointed  to  our  committee,  and 
at  the  first  meeting  in  1968,  the  Chairman  welcomed  Miss  E.M.  Clark, 
Matron  of  High  Wood  Hospital,  Mrs,  Lumsden  representing  the  Shenfield 
Old  Polks*  Club,  Mr,  R,C,  McIntosh  representing  the  Long  Ridings 
Residents  Association  and  Mr,  C ,W,  Steynor,  Headmaster  of  Hutton 
Yillage  County  Primary  School, 

New  appointments  were  made  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  held  on 
the  25th  April,  I968,  when  Cllr.  G.  de  C.  Rolls  was  elected  Chairman, 

Mr,  FoD,  Clark  Vice-Chairman,  and  Mr,  A. A.  Pepperell  Hon:Treasurer. 

The  Hon:SeG2?etary,  Miss  Evelyn  Turff,  was  re-elected.  On  thanking 
Mrs,  Hayward  for  carrying  out  the  duties  of  Chairman  since  the 
resignation  of  Dr,  A,  Crowley  in  April,  196?,  Cllr.  Rolls  expressed 
regret  that  owing  to  other  duties  Mrs,  Hayward  was  unable  to  continue 
as  Vice-Chairman,  but  she  would  remain  an  ordinary  member  of  the 
committee. 

For  the  first  time  a request  to  take  the  Gold  Award  at  one 
sitting  in  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh®  s Av;ard  Scheme  for  Girls  was  received 
by  the  Committee  from  Miss  Jennifer  Floyer,  Taking  home  safety  as 
one  of  her  subjects,  she  completed  twelve  sessions  with  the  Fire 
Brigade,  Eastern  Electricity,  North  Thames  Gas  Board,  one  session  on 
poisons  with  Matron  of  a local  hospital,  one  session  with  a Health 
Visitor,  and  another  session  with  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  this 
Committee,  who  discussed  fully  the  aims  and  objects  of  such  a committee. 
In  addition  to  these  sessions  Miss  Floyer  gave  a talk  on  home  accidents 
to  the  Shenfield  Old  Polks*  Club, 

After  completing  the  required  twelve  sessions  Miss  Floyer  attended 
the  Council  Offices  where  the  committee  formed  a panel  of  judges 
together  with  the  Youth  Officer  of  the  Essex  County  Council,  The 
questions  covered  all  aspects  of  * safety  in  the  home®  and  we  were 
delighted  when  Miss  Floyer  gained  80^  marks.  She  had  worked  extremely 
hard  over  a period  of  some  months  and  so  did  some  members  of  the 
committee. 
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Brentwood  Home  Safety  Committee’s  Report  continued  - 


The  Ccanmittee  organised  a project  on  research  into  home 
accidents  for  15  year-old  students  at  a local  school  in  which 
seventy-five  girls  took  part.  An  excellent  illustrated  book 
was  produced  by  Helen  Vincett  who  received  the  overall  first 
prize  of  £5*  Three  other  girls  received  first,  second,  and 
third  prizes. 

Brownies  in  the  district  of  Brentwood  took  part  in  a special 
course  on  home  safety.  Teacher  training  packs  were  provided  by 
the  Committee  for  each  Brcwn  Owl  who  instructed  the  girls,  and 
tests  were  carried  out  by  them  to  find  the  winner  from  each  unit. 

All  competitors  were  awarded  a compass  which  they  could  use  within 
their  own  group.  The  winners  were  then  asked  to  attend  the  Council 
Offices  for  a final  test  which  consisted  of  a questionnaire  of  some 
thirty  questions  on  accidents  in  the  home,  followed  by  an  oral  and 
practical  test  on  certain  appliances  and  other  items  which  were  on 
display^.  The  prize  winners  from  these  tests  were  awarded  Book 
Tokens.  Nearly  300  Brownies  took  part  in  these  sessions  on  home 
safety. 

Other  activities  carried  out  by  the  Committee  included  a disused 
medicine  campaign,  an  exhibition  of  posters  and  side-show  at  a 
school  fete  in  May,  special  leaflets  on  water  safety  entitled  "Leara 
Water  Sense"  were  distributed  to  the  top  class  juniors  of  local 
schools,  and  three  special  posters  were  given  to  all  nursery  schools 
pointing  out  the  dangers  from  poisonous  fungi,  dangerous  frniits  and 
berries,  and  drugs  like  sweets.  Senior  scholars  received  ’Home 
Safety*  Calendars  for  1969,  and  schools  below  senior  level,  together 
with  the  Old  Folks’  Clubs  in  the  area  received  ’Home  Safety' 
serviettes  for  their  Christmas  parties.  During  the  Christmas  week 
an  exhibition  was  held  at  the  Council  Offices  which  was  organised  by 
the  Road  Safety  Officers  and  the  Hon j Secretary. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.  To  the 
Brentwood  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Essex  County  Council,  under 
the  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I would  express 
the  wish  of  the  committee  in  thanking  them  for  their  financial  support 
which  enables  us  to  continue  this  valuable  v/ork,  especially  amongst 
the  young  and  the  very  old.

I have  received  the  following  report  from  Mr.  P.C.  Ernes, 

Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Planning  Officer,  giving  a brief  summary 
of  progress  on  main  drainage  schemes  during  1968:- 

NAG-S  HEAD  LANE  SEWA&E  DISPOSAL  WORKS  EXTENSIONS: 

The  work  is  proceeding  on  this  scheme  and  although  the  work  is 
not  likely  to  be  completed  until  June,  1969,  the  works  were  producing 
a satisfactory  effluent  since  the  end  of  September. 

NAG-S  HEAD  LAKE  MAM  DRAIilAG-E  SCHEME : 

This  scheme  was  completed  during  1968,  and  provided  main  drainage 
to  17  properties  in  Nags  Head  Lane  v/hich  were  previously  without  this 
service . 

RAYLEI&H  ROAD  MADT  DRAINAG-E  SCHSI^IE : 

This  scheme  is  now  nearing  completion  which  will  provide  main 
drainage  to  55  properties  in  the  Hutton  area.  It  was  hoped  that 
this  T/ould  have  been  completed  by  the  end  of  1968,  but  due  to  unforeseen 
difficulties  this  was  not  possible. 

RELAYING  OF  SOIL  SEWER,  RAYLEKGH  ROAD  - Construction/S .W. Sewer  Hutton  Village: 

Work  commenced  on  this  Contract  in  December,  and  is  going  extremely 
well.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  completed  in  May,  1969. 

The  work  was  necessitated  by  the  condition  of  the  soil  sewer. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  PUIvlPDlG  STATION  - BILLERICAY  ROAD,  HERONGATE: 

The  scheme  W3.s  prepared  during  the  year  for  the  replacement  of  the 
old  sewage  treatment  plant  by  a pumping  station  to  connect  these  properties 
to  the  public  sewer. 
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lUORD  LIMITED  - TRADE  EFFLUEIfT  SEWER  and  TAKK: 


This  scheme  commenced  in  June,  and  proceeded  generally  to 
progi'amme,  however  difficulties  arose  with  the  existing  sewers 
which  has  necessitated  their  complete  reconstruction  and  work 
commenced  on  this  in  January,  1969. 

BURMD  ROAD  S.W.  SEIER; 


This  scheme  to  overcome  flooding  of  the  highway  in  Burland 
Road,  Brentwood,  was  completed  in  May,  1968, 

CROMWELL  ROAD  - STORI'I  OVERFLOW; 

The  necessary  remedial  works  were  executed  to  this  sewer  to 
dispense  with  the  stom  overflow  in  this  vicinity. 

HOKBIPOT  LME  - S.W.  SEWER: 

The  second  stage  of  this  scheme  to  relieve  flooding  problems 
in  this  area  was  completed  and  the  final  phase  is  anticipated  to 
be  constructed  during  I969/7O. 

SHENFIELD  ROAD  S,W,  SEWER; 

A problem  arose  over  the  flooding  of  basements  to  certain 
properties  in  Shenfield  Road,  Brentwood.  A detailed  investigation 
was  undertaken  which  showed  that  the  existing  S.W.  sewer  could  be 
a contributory  factor.  The  scheme  for  relaying  this  sewer  was 
prepared  for  commencement  in  I969. 

PARK  ROAD  S.W.  SEWER: 

The  scheme  for  the  relief  of  flooding  in  the  St. Charles  Road 
area  was  prepared  for  commencement  during  I969. 

EAST  HORKDON  SEWAG-E  DISPOSAL  WORKS : 


This  sev/age  disposal  works  has  been  severely  overloaded  and 
a scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  construction  of 
additional  sludge  drying  beds  and  a new  pumping  station.  The 
anticipated  starting  date  is  July,  I969. 
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WAQER  SUPPLY 


I have  received  reports  from  both  the  South  Essex  Waterv/orks 

Company  and  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company,  both  of  whom  report  that:- 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  whole  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

(b)  Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  are  made  of  the  rav/ 
v/ater,  of  the  water  in  its  various  stages  of  treatment,  and  of 
the  water  going  into  supply.  A total  of  over  8,152  chemical, 
bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  have  been  made  and 
all  water  going  into  supply  was  wholesome.  In  addition  samples 
were  examined  for  radioactivity.  The  fluoride  content  of  water 
is  put  at  0,25  p.p.m.  In  v/ater  abstracted  from  r*ivers  it  is 
0,3  p«p»m.  and  from  wells  3®5  p^p.m.  Resident  Chemists  examine 
daily  the  water  going  into  supply  from  Hanningfield  and  fortnightly 
from  the  wells.  These  examinations  show  the  water  to  be  good 
chemically  and  excellent  bacteriologically. 

(c)  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent . 

(d)  No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination, 

(e)  The  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  supplied  a population  of  about 
5^,213  by  direct  supply  to  16,696  dwellinghouses.  The  number  of 
houses  supplied  by  standpipes  was  insignificant.  Southend  Water- 
works Company  supplied  a population  of  3A37  ty  direct  supply  to 
1,023  dwellinghouses,  but  no  houses  by  means  of  standpipes.

FOOD  PREMSES 


1,313  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises,  which  level  is  about 
the  same  as  for  196? . Overall  the  standard  of  premises  is 
regarded  as  reasonably  satisfactory.  The  demolition  of  some 
of  the  older  premises  in  the  town,  which  has  been  followed  by 
the  erection  of  moderii  shops  more  in  accordance  with  current 
thinking  on  hygiene  practices,  of  course,  helps  to  raise  the 
general  standard.  It  was  necessaiy  to  prosecute  one  stall- 
holder under  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles j Regulations,  1966,  for  several  contraventions  of  the 
Regulations.  Fines  totalling  £30  were  imposed  for  one  offence. 
When  subsequent  proceedings  were  taken  for  a second  offence  the 
stallholdex"'  v/as  found  to  be  a guest  in  one  of  H.M.  Prisons  and 
the  proceedings  were  dropped.

OTHER  BACTERIOLO&ICAL  SALINE  OF  FOOD 


Bacteriological  sampling  of  food  in  Brentwood  is  only  possible 
on  a very  limited  scale.  It  is  possible  to  spend  a great  deal 
of  time  on  this  aspect  of  Food  and  Drugs  work  without  necessarily 
achieving  many  results  which  are  of  any  real  value,  nevertheless, 
it  was  possible  to  make  a fairly  detailed  investigation  into  the 
contamination  of  bacon  with  Staphylococcus  aureus,  as  a result  of 
which  considerable  improvement  was  achieved  in  the  end  product.

Informal  Notices  requiring  the  contraventions  to  be  dealt  with 
were  again  served  in  all  cases  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  any  infringements. 

A total  of  10  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year.  All 
were  investigated  by  the  department.  Fortunately  none  proved 
particularly  serious. 

The  Act  has  now  been  in  force  for  some  five  years  and  on  the 
whole  the  general  standard  of  compliance  has  been  good.  Circulars 
from  the  appropriate  Ministry  regarding  the  working  of  the  Act  are 
now,  perhaps,  received  at  somev;hat  less  frequent  intervals.
